CHANGES to the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
minor injuries which 
come into effect on July 
1st will mean that only 
urgent cases are likely to 
be treated. 

From then the walk-in 
centre, at Weymouth 
Community Hospital, 
will direct patients to 
their own GPs, unless 
they are assessed to be an 
urgent medical case. 

The most serious cases 
will continue going to 
the accident and emer¬ 
gency department at 
Dorset County Hospital. 

Dorset Healthcare say 
that patients attending 
the Weymouth unit will 
be directed to their own 
GP or pharmacy if their 
condition is not urgent. 
Until now the centre has 
dealt with walk in cases 
where GP surgeries have 
been closed. Everyone 
who attends from July

1st will be assessed by a 
GP to determine if their 
condition is considered 
urgent. 

The re-vamped centre 
will be located in the 
same place as the exist¬ 
ing minor injuries and 
walk in centre in Mel- 
combe Avenue. 

It will be open from 
8 am to 11pm and the 
out-of-hours service will 
run from 11pm to 8 am as 
it is currently. 

Helen Persey, Wey¬ 
mouth Locality Manager 
for Dorset Healthcare, 
said: “It is the first centre 
of its kind anywhere in 
Dorset. Having a single 
service will be less con¬ 
fusing for patients, and 
we are confident it will 
offer better, more acces¬ 
sible care when people 
need it most. 


“We aim to relieve the 
pressure on DCH’s emer¬ 
gency department - 
though anyone with a se¬ 
rious injury or illness 
should still head there for 
help...if people do need 
urgent treatment between 
the hours of 8 am and 
11pm, the centre will be 
the place to go.

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Police seek 
witnesses 
to robbery 

OFFICERS in Wey¬ 
mouth are appealing 
for witnesses and any¬ 
one with information 
to come forward after 
a robbery in the town. 

The incident hap¬ 
pened at around 4am 
on Sunday, May 8th in 
Great George Street 
when the victim, a 27- 
year-old Weymouth 
man, was walking to¬ 
ward Gloucester 
Street. 

When he reached 
the area of a tattoo 
parlour, he was struck 
to the back of the 
head, which caused 
him to fall forward on 
to the floor. Fie man¬ 
aged to kick at the 
male offender who 
spoke in an Eastern 
European language, 
possibly to another 
person nearby. 

The offender then 
punched the victim in 
the chest twice. The 
victim gave up de¬ 
fending himself and 
handed over his wal¬ 
let. 

The offender walked 
away - possibly in the 
direction of Iroka in 
Gloucester Street. The 
incident was reported 
later that day. 

Police Constable Ade 
Walker, of Weymouth 
police, said:"Unfortu- 
nately, the victim was 
unable to give a de¬ 
scription of the of¬ 
fender and this is all 
the information we 
have. 

"I am appealing to 
anyone who may have 
witnessed the robbery 
or has any information 
about those responsi¬ 
ble to contact Dorset 
Police." 

No arrests have been 
made.

Burglar handed five year sentence 


A WEYMOUTH burglar who was 
caught in the act by one of his victims has 
been jailed for five years. 

David Roy Tavener, 40, was found 
guilty on Thursday, May 19th of burglary 
following a trial at Bournemouth Crown 
Court. 

He was sentenced on the same day. 

The court heard that Tavener broke into 
a house in Gipsy Lane in Weymouth on 
the morning of Tuesday, December 22nd 
2015. 

His victims - a married couple - had left 
the house at 8.20am after they had locked 
up and set their intruder alarm. The 
woman returned home a short time later 
and discovered the alarm sounding. 

She went inside and was confronted by 
Tavener who was standing on the landing 
wearing a florescent jacket and carrying 
a green bag which was full, the court 
heard. 

The victim climbed the stairs and began 
shouting at Tavener while grabbing the 


bag. She was forced to let go and Tavener 
left. 

She called her husband and the police 
before discovering a large amount of jew¬ 
ellery had been stolen. 

CCTV footage captured Tavener run¬ 
ning down the lane. 

The couple contacted local jewellery 
stores to inform them what items had 
been stolen. Later that day Tavener’s girl¬ 
friend Linda Taylor went into a shop in 
St Mary’s Street in an attempt to sell the 
items. The shopkeeper challenged Taylor 
and then called the police. 

Tavener and Taylor were arrested and 
charged. 

Taylor, 33 and of Weymouth, appeared 
at Dorchester Crown Court on Lebruary, 
5th and pleaded guilty to handling stolen 
goods. 

She was sentenced to a nine-month 
prison sentence suspended for 18 months. 

Detective Constable Declan Cum¬ 
mings, of Weymouth CID, said: “Tavener

subjected his victim to a frightening or¬ 
deal and made her feel vulnerable in the 
very place she should have felt safe. 

“I hope the sentence handed out by the 
courts will act as a strong message that 
we will thoroughly investigate these 
crimes and bring offenders to justice.”

month. 

Councillor Richard 
Kosior was chosen to 
serve as mayor and 
Councillor Kevin 
Brookes was elected 
deputy-mayor at the 
meeting on May 19th. 

Councillor Kosior 


said: “It is an honour to 
be elected to serve our 
wonderful borough. 
Weymouth and Portland 
is a fantastic place to 
live, work and bring up a 
family as there are so 
many great things to see 
and do. 

“I look forward to 
working for our resi¬ 
dents and promoting our 
area.” 

The meeting also wel¬ 
comed 13 councillors 


who were elected on 
May 5 th. The borough 
council elects “by 
thirds”, which means 
just 12 seats are con¬ 
tested most years. This 
year there was also a by- 
election. 

Lollowing the elec¬ 
tions there are now 14 
Conservative council¬ 
lors, 12 Labour, six Lib¬ 
eral Democrats, two 


independents, one UKIP 
and one Green Party 
councillor. 

The new council also 
elected Councillor Jeff 
Cant as chairman of the 
management committee. 

Councillor Cant said: 
“There is so much we 
can do to take the bor¬ 
ough forward. 

“The council is united 
in looking for the best 


way of delivering 
change. I particularly 
look forward to working 
with all my very experi¬ 
enced and skilled col¬ 
leagues irrespective of 
which political group 
they belong to in this ex¬ 
citing period."

Restorative justice to 
roll-out in Weymouth 

WEYMOUTFI and Portland is to get its own 
restorative justice scheme - following the suc¬ 
cess of similar projects in West Dorset and 
Dorchester. 

It brings together victims of crime and perpe¬ 
trators which organisers say helps reduce reof¬ 
fending rates. 

In many cases those who committed offences 
often 'make good'the damage they might have 
done, for example by repairing damage, or help¬ 
ing out with projects in the community. 

Facilitators use the exercise to tackle the rea¬ 
sons for the offending behaviour and say the 
scheme often also brings'closure'to victims. 

One of the biggest attractions of the scheme, 
for offenders, is that it avoids them having a 
criminal record or being prosecuted - but the 
project is only open for first-time offenders and 
for relatively minor offences.

Michel Hooper-Immins, chair of the 
Weymouth & Portland Health Net¬ 
work: “This new service at Weymouth 
Hospital is very good news for Wey¬ 
mouth area patients who will be able to 
access this clinic until 11pm. 

“I am especially pleased that it is 
being run by a consortium of local 
NHS trusts, rather than an outside 
provider.”

The lease for Top Club at Littlemoor is being rec¬ 
ommended for an extension beyond January 2017 
when the current agreement is due to end, and 
Chickerell Town Council will create a new building 
in 18 months'time, giving extra time to come to an 
agreement over arrangements to run that centre. 

The Portland Youth Centre building will be dis¬ 
posed of when IPACA's Royal Manor campus closes. 

County councillors are today being asked to ac¬ 
cept the business cases from the STEPS Club for 
Young People and Southill Play Area Recreation for 
Kids. 


Tribute at War Memorial

The Mayor of Weymouth and Portland Cllr 
Richard Kosior will lead the service and lay a 
wreath on behalf of the borough at this impor¬ 
tant civic event. 

Following the official wreath laying ceremony, 
association representatives and the general pub¬ 
lic will be invited to lay wreaths. 

Cllr Kosior said: "Weymouth, Portland and 
Dorset have a long and proud relationship with 
the United States of America and Allied Forces. 
This annual memorial event gives the borough 
and its residents an opportunity to pay its re¬ 
spects and reinforce the relationship with our 
American compatriots". 
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Children's services told to improve 


A NEW chair has been appointed to the Dorset Safe¬ 
guarding Children Board (DSCB) after inspectors de¬ 
cided it was inadequate. 

In a separate inspection the county council’s chil¬ 
dren’s services department has been judged to “require 
improvement to be good”. 

Ofsted inspectors found that social workers knew 
their families well but needed to be better supported. 

The department has been beset by staff shortages, has 
the highest stress and sickness rates of all county coun¬ 
cil departments and is currently undergoing a review 
which has led to further disruption. Many staff fre¬ 
quently work beyond their hours to try and meet in¬ 
creased demand with a massive increase in referrals. 

But in a statement this week Dorset County Council 
said it is taking steps to improve its support to children 
and young people. 

Ofsted inspectors in their report acknowledge that 
changes are underway: “They know which services 
need to be better and are taking steps to improve them.” 

The inspection found that adoption services in Dorset 
are good. 

The report said: “Most children benefit from stable 
placements. The local authority does well at placing 
children with extended family members and at placing 


brothers and sisters together. 

“Early consideration is given to whether adoption is 
in a child’s best interests. When it is, swift action is 
taken to secure the necessary legal status and a good 
match.” 

Inspectors identified that most social workers know 
the children they are working with well, but needed to 
be supported better. And the inspectors found no chil¬ 
dren left at immediate risk of significant harm. 

Councillor Rebecca Knox, the county council’s Cab¬ 
inet member for Children’s Safeguarding said: “As part 
of our work to improve, we have launched a new re¬ 
cruitment programme to attract more social workers 
into Dorset and put additional training in place to sup¬ 
port our current workforce. We are also working more 
closely with communities and partner agencies to help 
families at an earlier stage. 

“But clearly, there are still improvements that need to 
be made. Vigorous plans have already been imple¬ 
mented to ensure we continue on our improvement 
journey and I remain, as do children’s services staff, 
committed to ensuring all children in Dorset receive the 
best possible service.” 

In a separate review, the Dorset Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren Board (DSCB) was examined. The inspectors 


looked at the experiences of children who have needed 
or still need help and/or protection. This included chil¬ 
dren who are “looked after” by the local authority and 
those who are leaving care. 

Inspectors considered the quality of work and the dif¬ 
ference it makes to the lives of children, young people 
and families. 

Ofsted judged that the DSCB is “inadequate” because 
“it is not monitoring the effectiveness of help being pro¬ 
vided to fa mili es or providing sufficient challenge and 
leadership at a strategic level”. 

The report goes on to say that “the appointment of an 
experienced interim chair, who has provided leadership 
and helped focus the Board, is an important step for¬ 
wards. Currently, this appointment is too recent to have 
made a demonstrable difference to the Board’s ability 
to fulfil its statutory functions.” 

Interim chair of the board, Rob Hutchinson said: “We 
are committed to working through the recommenda¬ 
tions made in the report to ensure the safety of children 
at risk of harm in Dorset. 

“We know that we need to improve the way we mon¬ 
itor the effectiveness of our services and we have al¬ 
ready made a number of improvements to the work of 
the Board.” 


The'first Mrs Hardy' 
is subject of talk 

AN event which takes a look at the life of Emma 
Lavinia:The First Mrs Hardy, with Helen Gibson and 
Marilyn Leah, takes place at the County Museum 
this Thursday, May 26th. 

Drawing upon the writings and artwork of Emma 
Hardy, Marilyn Leah and Helen Gibson will outline 
her early life in Plymouth and Cornwall, her roman¬ 
tic meeting and courtship with Thomas Hardy. 

Hardy wrote: "She opened the door of the West 
to me", and their romance began when Emma 
opened the door of St Juliot Rectory to the young 
architect who had arrived to work on the dilapi¬ 
dated church. 

Both made sketches and began writing, using 
Cornwall as the settings of their novels. Emma's 
novella The Maid on the Shore' has never been 
published and extracts will be shared in this pres¬ 
entation. 

The illustrated talk will share the paintings and 
sketches by Emma Hardy, which are held in the 
Hardy Archive at the Dorset County Museum. 

The lecture will take place in the Dorset County 
Museum's Victorian Hall and is free although a do¬ 
nation of £3 is encouraged to cover costs. Doors 
open at 7pm for a 7.30pm start.

Thousands of women Race 
for Life in bid to beat cancer 


MORE than a thousand women took part in 
Sunday's Race for Life at Kingston Maurward. 

Some ran for loved ones who had died from 
cancer, others to help find a cure to the disease 
which, one day, might affect them or their chil¬ 
dren.

BBQ Tip 1 A Long Soak 

Marinated food tastes great and grills better, as 
apart from enhanced flavour, it also helps pro¬ 
tect food against high grill temperatures. Nor¬ 
mally the longer the better, but a simple tip to 
cut marinating time is to place food in a sealed 
plastic bag, massage in marinade and place in 
fridge.This cuts marinating time by half. 

BBQ Tip 2 Low & Slow 

BBQ is not a race against time, so don't grill too 
quickly or on too high a heat as this causes food 
to burn on the outside whilst being under 
cooked in the middle. The trick is to 'sear on 
high'and then take it'low and slow'. It helps if 
the grill-bars are well oiled, but don't turn food 
to often as this reduces heat.

Council remains hung following election 


■ I AM indebted for this week's Growing Old Dis¬ 
gracefully piece to a few ideas sent me by a pen¬ 
sioner reader determined that their twilight years 
will be as disgraceful as possible!

The Conservatives with 14 seats are just the largest 
party from Labour with 12 and the Liberal Democrats 
are in third with six while the last four seats comprise 
a couple of Independents, a UKIP and the council’s first 
Green councillor. 

If that looks like a bit of a muddle then imagine what 
was involved when the horse trading started to decide 
on who was going to be chairmen and vice-chairmen

I’M sure you’ve all seen the terrible 
pictures of boat refugees being rescued 
by emergency services.

of the committees. The Tories may be the largest party 
but they would only have a majority if they allied with 
the Liberal Democrats while Labour could only control 
matters if they allied both with the Liberal Democrats 
and with as many of the Independent or other council¬ 
lors as they could get. 

In short, the political niceties being what they are, 
none of these scenarios was particularly likely and so 
the leaderships was probably carved up in a propor¬ 
tional way. 

That inevitably saw the Conservatives try to grab con¬ 
trol of the influential management committee which 
could have been a bit of a battleground if Labour and 
the Lib Dems had really flexed their muscles. 

Ironically, even if they had joined forces and the Con¬ 


servatives had courted the remaining councillors, then 
the figures still stacked up as 18-18. So that was a recipe 
for clear-cut decision making wasn’t it. 

That cross was one we voters must bear the responsi¬ 
bility for since the council has lacked decisive party 
leadership for many years, reflecting the wide mix of 
political views across the borough. 

This is perhaps good for democracy but not so good 
when it comes to Weymouth and Portland making any 
decision about its future since the machinery of gov¬ 
ernment tends to come to a juddering halt, embroiled 
in rows and argument and counter argument. 

Nothing will change until one party controls the ma¬ 
jority of seats on the council, and I don’t see that hap¬ 
pening any time soon.

Meanwhile, the new Grand 
Scenic is 24cm longer than the 


new Scenic and consequently 
boasts extra boot space and carry¬ 
ing capacity compared with its sib¬ 
ling: 718dm3 VDA (five-seat 
version) for an extra 222dm3 VDA 
compared with the new Scenic. 

The new Grand Scenic comes 
with a comprehensive suite of 
driver aids too, including Active 
Emergency Braking (AEBS) with 
Pedestrian Detection as standard 
equipment for the first time in the 
segment. The list continues with 
technologies from the next seg¬ 
ment up, such as Multisense expe¬ 
rience, a R-Link 2 multimedia 
tablet complete with a large 8.7- 
inch display and a full-colour 
head-up display. Last but by no 
means least, the fourth generation 
of the model can be specified with 
Renault's Hybrid Assist electrified 
diesel engine. 

The All-New Scenic and All-New 
Grand Scenic (five or seven seats) 


will be available for sale before the 
end of the year 2016. 

The final UK model-line up, ver¬ 
sion specifications and pricing will 
be communicated nearer to the on 
sale date later in 2016. 

The lines of the long version of 
the new Scenic have been care¬ 
fully honed to offer families a vehi¬ 
cle with a fluid, elegant silhouette: 

• A longer wheelbase and shorter 
rear overhang compared with the 
previous generation version. 

• Elegantly sculpted sides plus 
a distinctive belt line towards 
the rear. 

• The vertical form of the new 
Grand Scenic permanently-lit 3D- 
effect rear lights stands out from 
the new Scenic's 'horizontal' rear 
light cluster. 

• A fixed, panoramic glass roof 
with no cross-member for an even 
brighter cabin. 


• Fitted as standard from the 
second equipment level up, the 
new Grand Scenic's practical 
matt-finish aluminium roof bars 
add refinement and status. 

• A Metal Grey diffuser incorpo¬ 
rated in the rear bumper skirt. 

The new Grand Scenic - more 
modern than ever: 

• In a segment first, 20-inch 
wheels are standard across the 
range (see below) 

• A two-tone livery is available 
from the second equipment 
level up, either as an option or a 
standard feature of higher-end 
versions (depending on market). 
The colour of the door mirror 
housings and windscreen pillars is 
coordinated with that of the roof 
(Black or Grey).

THIS match once again suggested the fu¬ 
ture of West Dorset football looks bright 
as Bridport Primary retained the Kenway 
Cup, this time against a dogged display 
from St Catherine’s writes Stuart Broom.

Park and Ride key to Jermyn's budget 


UNCERTAINCY as to whether the Park and 
Ride scheme which currently operates from 
DorchesterTown Football Club's car park will 
be active next year has meant a reduction in 
the playing budget available to manager 
Mark Jermyn. 

This follows West Dorset District Council's 
decision not to renew its lease of the Avenue 
Stadium car park, which provides a weekday 
shuttle bus service to and from County Hall. 

Around 160 people use the service on a 
regular basis which costs £1 a day which cuts 
congestion in the town centre. 

The club are currently talking to other pos¬ 
sible partners to continue the service which 
is due to end in the summer. 

As a result the management have had no 
alternative at present but to reduce the play¬ 
ing budget which will have an effect on the 
number of players that can be offered con¬ 
tracts next season, and is a big blow to the 
managements ambitions to push for a play¬ 
off place. 

Assistant manager Nick Crittenden said;"lt

is a huge blow as we were expecting to be 
working with at least the same budget as last 
year. 

However, the decision has thrown doubt 
on whether that additional income will be 
available in the future, and they have had to 
cut our funds accordingly." 

The club had targets for the upcoming 
campaign, and whilst they are still pursuing 
some of those, it is making life very difficult 
for them to juggle the finances. 

Crittenden added: "We have spoken to the 
players and made firm offer to those we 
want to keep and whilst others have been 
advised to return for pre-season training to 
prove they are worth a contract. 

"There are three or four new acquisitions 
we have targeted but it means reluctantly 
that we will have to cut our squad by two or 
three to accommodate them."
